the Bill of rights

Professors, lawyers, business per- 
sons, housewives — a diverse group 
of residents from all walks of life — 
have joined together because they 
Share a common belief: the rights of 
all people must be protected. 

Says John A. Hutchison, president 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), Pomona Valley 
Chapter: ‘‘We have just one client — 
the Bill of Rights and specifically 
Article I which guarantees the right 
to assemble, freedom of speech, 
press and religion.” 

Traditionally, Hutchison said, 
ACLU has been involved in the legal 
defense of people whose rights have 
been violated. ‘‘If legal rights are 
breached, then rights of all people 
are imperiled.’’ 

Often, Hutchison commented, 
“the people we defend have hateful 
ideas, but we believe the worse 
scoundrel in town deserves his day 
in court.” 

The national organization has 
defended such diverse persons as 
members of the American Nazi Par- 
ty and Henry Ford. 

Currently, the San Diego Chapter 
is defending members of the Klu 
Klux Klan (KKK) who wree mis- 
takently beaten by a group of black 
Marines at Camp Pendleton. When 
the base commander sought to have 
the KKK members relocated, they 
asked ACLU for assistance. 

Interestingly, the ACLU Southern 
California Affiliate headquartered 
in Los Angeles agrees to defend the 
black Marines following a thorough 
investigation by executive director 
Ramona Ripston. 

There is evidence that rights of 
both groups were violated, said 
Hutchison who sits on the affiliate 
board. He believes the case ‘‘will 
provide a fascinating chapter in 
ACLU history.” 

Hutchison noted that Southern 
California Affiliate brought suit 
against the shcool board, asking that 
they comply with a state Supreme 
Court ruling on equal education for 
children. The controversial issue 
has caused some persons to drop 
their ACLU membership, he said. 

ACLU subscribes to the 
philosophy espoused by Thomas 


Jefferson that ‘‘people have a right 
within limits of civil peace and 
order to freedom”’ and that citizens 
have right to do as they wish unless 
an action is established in court as 
“a clear and present danger.” 

““My freedom ends where your 
nose begins,’ said Hutchison. ‘‘I 
don’t have the right to incite riot, 
but otherwise I can advocate 
anything I wish from free love to 
anarchism.” 

ACLU members are ‘‘very 
suspicious of any move to curb the 
first amendment. It is their position 
that you must maximize freedom of 
choice of the individual. They op- 
pose censorship of all kinds, oral 
and written.”’ Actually, Hutchison 
believes, “‘there is no one wise 
enough and virtuous enough to cen- 
sor.” 

For example, Hutchison noted 
that information was withheld dur- 
ing the Watergate incident under the 
guise of protecting the national 
security. It was Martin Schachter, 
Southern California Affiliate’s 
representative on the national 
ACLU Board of Directors, who put 
ACLU on record as demanding the 
impeachment of Richard Nixon, he 
said. 

Within the last decade, ACLU has 
become politically active. 
Legislative advocates are appointed 
to work at state and federal levels. 

“Tf you really want to defend civil 
rights, you’d better be involved in 
the formulation of laws involving 
those rights,’’ Hutchison emphasiz- 
ed. 

The local chapter most frequently 
helps people involved in tenant - 
landlord disputes or complaining of 
police brutality. Nine of 10 calls for 
help do not involve valid civil rights 
violations, Hutchison said, adding 
that ACLU agrees to defend an in- 
dividual or specific cause only after 
thorough investigation by paralegals 
and lawyers. 

Nearly 500 people who live in com- 
munities ranging frorn Diamond 
Bar to Cucamonga comprise the 
chapter membership. Dues of $20 a 
year are sent to regional and 
national organizations to help 
defray costs of legal defenses, lob- 
bying and operation. 
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Fundraising activities are con- 
ducted to enable operation of the 
Pomona Valley Hot Line for repor- 
tage of civil rights violations. The 
Hot Line, (714) 988-5352, is heavily 
used, often by poor or minority in- 
dividuals. Chapter programs are 
planned for monthly meetings held 
the last Wednesday of each month 
and monthly bulletins are mailed to 
members. 

ACLU has been labeled ‘‘ultra 
liberal’ or ‘‘subversive’’ by detrac- 
tors, but Hutchison contends the 
organization is conservative and 
patriotic. ‘“We seek to conserve the 
traditions of the United States 
Constitution,”’ he said. 

ACLU was established by a coali- 
tion of people concerned about ‘‘Red 
raids’ following World War I when 
Attorney General Palmer suspend- 
ed the constitution and raided 
homes of suspected communists, 
Hutchison said. 

Professor of history of world 
religions at Claremont School of 
Theology, Hutchison values his 
membership in ACLU, an organiza- 
tion which provides ‘‘what seems to 
me an important service.”

Slim living class promotes weight loss 
through education, exercise, support

A person is what he or she eats, 
and what a person eats reflects his 
or her emotional state. The West 
End YMCA ‘‘slim living’ class 
helps participants gain the good 
mental attitude that is necessary to 
lose weight, according to instructor 
Gail Wenz. 


Over - eating, like chain smoking 
and drinking, is an outward sign of 
depression and social problems and 
must be dealt with in order to lose 
weight. 

Although many weight - loss plans 
promise quick, easy weight loss, she 
noted that losing weight takes some 
effort. 

The slim living class is ‘‘an 
educational process in the 
beginning. And it’s very personal,” 
Wenz said and added, ‘‘We all differ 
in why we’re overweight, so a 
unique nutrition plan is needed to fit 
each person’s particular needs.”’ 

The slim living program 
encourages each person to examine 
his or her entire life style, according 
to national director Joann Ploeger, 
who has written ‘‘Day by Day,” a 
slim living diet and exercise 
program. 

“We look for habits — emotional 
eating, social eating, lone eating — 
to find the priorities in a person’s 
life. By changing little habits, a 
person can change eating 
behavior,’’ she noted. 

Since few people are aware of 
what causes their over - eating, the 
slim living program starts with each 
member filling out a diagnostic 
sheet to determine personal eating 
habits. 

The slim living program does not 
use a severely restrictive diet. 
Instead the class emphasizes good 
nutrition, Wenz said and noted, 
“Students learn a lot of things about 
food that they weren’t aware of 
before.” 

The slim living program promotes 
the serving of well balanced meals 
which benefit the whole family, she 
said. 

Students learn to change their 
eating habits by becoming aware of 
what they are eating and then 
changing their attitudes toward 
food 


Students also have ‘“‘rap’’ or 
discussion sessions, in which they 
learn to identify with each other’s

problems and feelings about food. 
The personal attention of the small 
groups is one of the advantages of 
slim living compared to a large diet 
club, Wenz commented. 

It is not easy for members who 
have a lot of weight to lose, but 
everyone in the group helps by 
giving encouragement and support, 
she noted. 

An important part of the program 
is instilling a feeling in uniqueness 
and self - confidence in each person, 
according to Wenz, who added that 
each person is special and deserves 
the best in life.

A number of slim living students 
have reached and maintained their 
goals, including Georgia Aria who 
lost 60 pounds. 

“Not only has she improved her 
physical appearance and her 
physical condition, but she has 
blossomed in a‘lot of other ways 
too,’ Wenz said. 

During the past year Georgia 
discovered she has a talent for 
writing ‘‘fantastic poetry — about 
life, her life, and very meaningful 
subjects,’ she said. 

Georgia ‘‘has shared her poetry 
with the other gals, too, and they 
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Eleanor Fitzgibbons, Peggy Smith, and Kerry 
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can identify with it. It’s just 
beautiful. The slim living program 
has really drawn her out,’’ Wenz 
commented. 

In addition to nutrition education 
and discussion groups, the slim 
living program includes different 
forms of exercise and body 
movement plan that helps train each 
person for better weight losss. 

The slim living class, which meets 
once a week, is for men and women.

Decision delayed on reopening 
Cucamonga ponds for sewage 


By PETER WONG 

A state agency won’t decide until 
mid-November at the earliest 
whether the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District can reopen the so- 
called Cucamonga ponds for sewage 
treatment. 

The earliest the state’s Santa Ana 

Regional Water Quality Control 
Board can consider the issue is Nov. 
11, James W. Anderson, the board’s 
executive officer, said. 
, The ponds, which are on 40 acres 
annexed by Ontario in recent years, 
would serve as settling basins for an 
estimated 5 million to 25 million 
gallons of household sewage. 

Anderson said last week his staff 
is still waiting for the district’s 
responses to four points before the 
staff can formally recommend 
whether the ponds should be 
reactivated, and if so, what water 
quality standards the district must 
meet. 

One of the unresolved points 
involves how much sewage the 
ponds are supposed to handle daily. 

The ponds can treat up to two 
million gallons of sewage daily, 
equivalent to the flow from more 
than 6,000 homes — and in its 
application, the district is seeking 
use of the maximum treatment 
capacity. . 

However, the district has told 
Ontario city officials it plans to use 
only about one million gallons of 
that capacity. 

Anderson said he wants, the 
district to choose one figure, 
“because we’re not sure what the 
operating criteria are,” since they 
would differ, depending upon the 
maximum capacity finally allowed. 

Other points the district must 
respond to before Anderson’s staff 
proceeds with the application are: 

— The adequacy of the district’s 
final environmental statement, 
which waives preparation of a full-

not have a significant effect upon 
the environment. 

Ontario city officials, who oppose 
reactivation of the ponds, believe 
the statement is inadequate. 


— The impact of the ponds’ 
operation upon the quality of the 
water the district pumps from its 
Merrill Avenue well field. 


— The impact of the ponds’ 
operation upon the water quality of 
the Chino Basin, the vast 
underground basin underlying most 
of the West End, especially in view 
of the possibility that water 
imported from Northern California 
may be stored in the basin. 


The California Water Project 
envisions that in unusually rainy 
years, surplus water from Northern 
California will be pumped into the 
Chino Basin and other underground 
storage facilities in Southern 
California, to be drawn from in dry 
years. 

Anderson said that once the 
district responds to the questions 
and his staff has drafted its 
recommendations, a period for 


public comment must be allowed. 

The ponds, on the west side of 
Haven Avenue midway between 
Mission Boulevard and the Pomona 
Freeway, were once used by, the 
Cucamonga County Water District 
before the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District took charge of the 
regional sewage treatment program 
in 1972. 


As late as three years ago, the 
ponds were still in use, and at that 
time, more sewage was placed in 
the ponds than they could 
adequately handle, causing a 
number of problems. 


Under the water quality plan 
adopted by the state in 1975 for the 
Chino Basin, the ponds are not 
supposed to be used. 


The district says the reactivation 
of the ponds is intended as 
temporary to relieve overloading at 
the regional sewage treatment plant 
in southeast Ontario. 


Anderson said he understands that 
when the district gets federal and 
state grants for the plant’s 
expansion, expected by Sept. 30, use 
of the ponds will be limited to the 
period until the expansion is 
completed sometime in 1980 or 1981. 


Housing boom pushes

for building plan checks has in- 
creased from 10 to 30 days, Goodwin 
said. 

The waiting period for on-site in- 
spections has also increased, from 
48 to 72 hours, he added. 

The additional hiring and the in- 
creased overtime will allow the 
department to reduce the backlog of 
work and expand office staffs in On- 
tario and Victorville, as well as per- 
mit full-time operation of the Big 
Bear office. 

Despite the additional costs, the 
revenue the department collects 
from building permits and other 
fees will more than make up for 
them, Goodwin said.

“Bill? What’s been the matter 
with you lately?’’ she asks in a 
concerned tone of voice. 


“Nothing!’’ he snaps back at her. 
“Leave me alone.” 

She breaks into tears, cries ‘‘you 
don’t love me anymore”’ and runs 
back to their bedroom, locking the 
door behind her. 


The stress that she’s been feeling 
over the stress that he’s been feeling 
had finally gotten too much for her. 
That would be pretty obvious, even 
to the casual observor. 


What isn’t quite so obvious is that 
Bill is under stress, too. His stress is 
due to the concern he’s felt over 
being passed by when two 
promotions came up in his office. 


Is he going to be stuck in his same 
position at the same salary until he

WASHINGTON D.C. — Rep. Jim 
Lloyd, (D-35th), has announced a 
Nov.ideadline for congressional 
nominations to the nation’s military 
service academies

Young men and women interested 
in the academies must be at least 17 
years old and not have passed their 
22nd birthday by July 1, 1978, to be 
eligible. They must also be U‘S. 
citizens and residents of the 35th 
Congressional District, which en- 
compasses the East San Gabriel 
Valley, the Pomona Valley, the 
West End of San Bernardino County 
and the mountain communities of 
Mt. Baldy, Lytle Creek and 
Wrightwood 

Lloyd was successful in having 
eight of his nominees accepted by 
the academies this year. Young men 
and women entered the United 
States Military Academy at West 
Point, the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis and the 
United States Air Force Academy at 
Colorado Springs 

“The service academies provide a 
curriculum with military 
leadership, academics and 
athletics,’ Lloyd said, ‘‘and upon 
completion, cadets receive a 
bachelor of science degree and a 
commission in the armed services.” 


Commissioner Glen Craig said the 
National Forest Service and the 
CHP have teamed up to remove 
hazardous eyesores from scenic, 
hunting, fishing, and camping 
recreational areas. He said rangers 
in national forests have reported 
details on location and numbers of 
abandoned vehicles on federal and 
private land. 

“That information,’ Craig said, 
‘‘enables us to arrange with 
individual counties to remove the 
junk. The Highway Patrol 
reimburses the local governments, 
using money in a special trust fund 
which was created by legislative 
action in 1973. Money remaining in 
the trust fund should support the 
operation for the balance of this 
fiscal year, but if more money is not 
made available by next June 30 we'll 
be out of business on this program. 

“In four years the program has 


resulted in the abatement of 122,203 
vehicles,’’ Craig stated. 

The Commissioner said the next 
big project will be in Tahoe National 
Forest in Sierra County where the 
number of abandoned vehicles is 
estimated at 400, compared to the 
resident population of 2,365. 

Craig said many of the rusty 
eyesoars in Sierra County are 
located in old dump sites and 
removal equipment will have to be 
taken over 20 to 30 miles of 
torturous dirt roads to reach some 
of the locations. 

Craig said the removal projects 
usually turn out to involve more 
wrecked hulks than originally 
estimated. For example, he said, a 
project in Six Rivers National 
Forest in Humboldt and Trinity 
Counties started with an estimate of 
75 abandoned vehicles; the actual 
number removed was 416. 

Other projects have included Los 
Padres National Forest in San Luis 
Obispo County; Sequoia and Sierra 
National Forest; Shasta-Trinity 
National Forest, Angelus National 
Forest and Cleveland National 
Forest. 


DMV outlines state laws 
concerning mo-ped use 


Some of the most commonly 
asked questions around local police 
departments these days concern 
regulations about mo-peds, whose 
popularity is a relatively new 
phenomenon in the United States. 

A motorized bicycle, or mo-ped, 
is any two- or three-wheeled vehicle 
of less than two horsepower which 
can be propelled by either human, 
electrical or gasoline power 
and can reach a speed of not more 
than 30 miles per hour, according to 
California law 

The Motorized Bicycle 
Association in Washington, D.C., 
claims there are about 20,000 mo- 
peds currently in use in California. 


As outlined by the state 
Departn:ent of Motor Vehicles, 
state law requires that any person 
riding a mo-ped have either a valid 
California driver’s license or 
instruction permit. 

Mo-ped drivers with instruction 
permits must be at least 15 42 years 
old and must have successfully 


completed driver education and 
driver training courses. 

No license or permit is required if 
a driver is riding on private 
property and with the permission of 
the property owner. 

Mo-peds are not registered with 
the Department of Motor Vehicles, 
but like cars and motorcycles, they 
are subject to local ordinances 
regulating bicycles, local police 
emphasized. 

Mo-ped owners are being urged to 
check with local police to obtain 
bicycle ordinance regulations. 


Drivers who already have a valid 
California driver’s license are not 
required to purchase any type of 
special permit or pass any type of 
examination before driving the mo- 
ped, but the vehicle itself must be 
registered with local law 
enforcement agencies in most 
cases, police said. 


Insurance requirements apply to 
mo-peds, just as they do to any 
motor vehicle. 
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Law holds driver liable 
for loaded gun in car 


A new state law, (SB811), now 
makes it a misdemeanor for a 
driver or owner of a car to 
knowingly permit anyone to enter 
the vehicle with an illegal or loaded 
gun or to fire a gun from the auto. 

The bill has been signed by Gov. 
Brown, according to state Sen. 
Ruben Ayala, D-32nd Dist., author 
of the legislation. 


“T introduced Senate Bill 811 
because of the problems we have 
been having in my district and in 
other parts of the state with people 
shooting from cars” Avala said 


“T feel this will put a greater 
responsibility on the owner of the 
vehicle and the driver off the 
vehicle; and we might slow down 
this type of crime,”’ he continued. 


“T feel this will fill a gap in the 
existing law which currently only 
applies to the person driving or 
firing from a vehicle,’’ Ayala said. 
“It would be especially beneficial in 
curtailing juvenile gang shootings.’’ 

Existing law prohibits the 
carrying of loaded firearms in 
vehicles in public places and public 
streets of incorporated cities or 
unincorporated areas where locally 
prohibited. Loaded rifles and 
shotguns are also illegal on public 
highways except for peace officers 
or members of the armed forces. 

The new law expands the firearm 
statute, stating ‘‘It is a mis- 
demeanor for a driver of any motor. 
vehicle or the owner of any motor 


cle, knowingly to permit any other 
person to carry into or bring into the 
vehicle a farmarm in violation of 
Section 12031 or knowingly to permit 
such other person to discharge any 
firearm from such vehicle in viola- 
tion of any provision of this code.”’ 
Shooting from passing autos is 
most common in areas plagued with 
gang related crime, according to 
Chino Police Chief Jerry Doyle. 


“Tt’s always been a gang related 
sort of thing. It would be prevalent 
anywhere you have gangs 
involved,”’ he said. 

Doyle said he is unsure if the 
number of such shooting incidents in 
the Chino area is on the increase but 
said he assumes it is because ‘‘I 


of motorized bicycles — or 
mopeds — has created a 
new category of vehicle 
accidents, Highway Patrol 
Commissioner Glen Craig 
noted in reporting that 300 
injury accidents involving 
mopeds occurred during the 
first seven months of 1977. 

Craig said comparable 
figures for prior years are 
unavailable because “there

The Commissioner said 
260 injury accidents 
occurred on city streets 
while 40 were recorded in 
unincorporated areas under 
CHP jurisdiction. ‘‘The 
pattern is similar to bicycle 
accidents.

He said 21 CHP field 
offices reported at least one 
accident.

“Misleading liquor adver- 
tising is a danger for young 
adults. according to Bob 
Odell, pastor of Covina 


Seventh-day Adventist 
Church. 
Odell encourages area 


residents to support 
William Plymat’s cam- 
paign to have the USS. 
Congress reconsider the 
affect of liquor advertising 
on young people. 

Plymat, who is retired

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Living with Your Heart 


Proper exercise helps

Getting proper exercise? 

Maybe you have a heart 
condition, or are now totally 
recovered from one but feel 
any physical exertion is out 
of the questien. 

Perhaps you lead a very 
sedentary life and are not 
sure what kind and how 
much exercise you should 
do. 

Exercise may be harmful 
to certain people but for- 
tunately only to a few. 

According to the 
American Heart Associa-

tion, approximately 10 per- 
cent of normal male adults 
over age 35 have hidden 
heart disease as contrasted 
to approximately 1 percent 
of men below age 35. Even 
for most of these in- 
dividuals, proper exercise 
is not harmful 

This brings up the ques- 
tion of what is proper exer- 
cise? It will vary from per- 
son to person, male or 
female, taking into con- 
sideration age and health 

Ideally, one should have a 
checkup by his or her physi- 
cian before beginning a 
vigorous exercise program 
This should include an ex- 
amination of the cardio- 


can’t hear 


One and a half million American children have 
impaired hearing. Some are born with hearing defects; 
others acquire them through childhood illness. When a 
baby is hard of hearing, training to compensate for his 
defect should start before he is two years old, according 
to Redbook’s Parent and Child, a new child-care 
Magazine from the editors of Redbook. 

Early recognition is particularly vital because speech, 
learning and normal social relationships all depend on 
hearing. When doctors in California examined a group of 
six-year-olds believed to be mentally retarded, they 
found that one of four had perfectly normal intelligence. 
Because their mothers and their doctors had failed to 
realize these children were deaf, the youngsters had 
already missed a wealth of vital experience. 

A child as young as one can be fitted with a hearing aid, 
and by two, chilren who are severly hard of hearing 
should be learning to speak and to read lips. But how can 
a parent determine if a very young child can’t hear? The 
Magazine suggests this simple home test to help indicate 
if a six-month-old baby has a severe hearing loss. 
Standing where the infant cannot see you, make a sharp 
sound by snapping a mousetrap or jangling some keys. A 
child with normal hearing will start, blink his eyes or 
turn toward the sound. If your child does not react when 
you have repeated the test several times, ask his 
pediatrician to recommend an otologist. The hearing 
specialist’s more refined test may determine whether 
the chiid has a hearing loss, but the severity cannot be 
diagnosed until after the age of one. 

Parent and Child cautions parents not to try to treat 
ear infections at home. Repeated untreated ear 
infections may damage hearing, 


Most fast foods 
high in sugars 


A fast-food addict would 
have to eat about 10 ham- 
burgers a day to get the 
amount of protein needed in 
a balanced diet, says Gary 
Null a research fellow at 
this Institute of Applied 
Biology in New York and 
co-author of ‘‘Poisons in 
Your Body.”’ 

Null said he is concerned 
about the growing consump- 
tion of fast foods, especially 
by young people, because 
these foods tend to supplant 
the basic natural foods 
needed for good nutrition. 


The problem with fast 
foods, he says, is that they 
are high in sugars and refin- 
ed carbohydrates, heavily 
salted, and lack many es- 
sential nutrients. One fast- 
food meal a day represents 
about 800 to 1,300 calories, 
or one-third to half the daily 
amount needed by an adult 
male, he said 

“That’s an awful lot of 


calories to be receiving 
from what amounts to non- 
nutritional sources, by and 
large,’ he added

for nutrients 


Ideally, you should be 
able to add the percentages 
U.S. RDA of the vitamins, 
minerals and protein 
provided by each serving of 
the foods you eat in a day to 
see if you are getting 100 
per cent of your daily needs. 
Unfortunately, this can’t be 
done since Nutrition 
Labeling doesn’t appear on 
all foods, especially fresh 
meats and produce. 
However, you can do a 
quick check of the foods you 
eat that have Nutrition 
Information on the labels to 
see how close you come to 
100 per cent.

normal. However, if you 
have a heart condition, even 
totally recovered, your 
physician should be con- 
sulted before you begin a 
potentially vigorous exer- 
cise program. Most of us 
fall between these two ex- 
tremes. 

If you answer ‘‘yes’’ to 
any of the following 
questions, it is advisable 
that you undergo a physical 
examination: 

— Do you have tightness 
or pressing pain in your 
chest after climbing a few 
flights of stairs fairly fast? 

— Are you more than 20 
pounds overweight? 

— Do you get very short 
of breath on activities 
which don’t make other peo- 
ple similarly short of 
breath? 

— Do you smoke more 
than a pack of cigarettes a 
day? 

— Do you get leg cramps 
from walking several 
blocks? 

Your physician will want 
to know what medications 
you take and even how 
many in your family have 
had heart attack or heart 
trouble. 

Assuming you are in good 
health, a formal exercise 
program is not necessary if 
vigorous physical activities 


can be built into your daily 
routine. Avoid elevators 
Park a few blocks away 
from your destination. Just 
plain walking - at a brisk 
pace - is excellent. 
Remember, to get any 
benefit from exercise, it 
must be done regularly.

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Eating habits changing “=~ 


Increasing reliance on 
fast food restaurants as a 
replacement for traditional 
meals in America is caus- 
ing concern among 
nutritionists, according to 
the California Dietetic 
Association (CDA). 

In an article in the April, 
1977, issue of the Journal of 
the American Dietetic 
Association, studies were 
made on the eating habits of 
diners at fast food 
restaurants and the 
nutritional content of the 
foods consumed. 

The ever - popular com- 
bination of hamburger, 
french fries and a soft drink 
was found to contain less 
than one - third of the 
recommended allowance 
for eight separate nutrients. 

This combination, while 


tasty, should be considered 
a snack and not a meal, ac- 
cording to CDA. , 

Despite the fact that no 
good sources of vitamin A 
were included on the 
menus, it was determined 
that good food choices can 
be made in fast food 
restaurants, however. 

If a milk shake is sub- 
Stituted for the soft drink 
for example, calcium, pro- 
tein, riboflavin and niacin 
values are raised to an 
acceptable level. 

In addition, the studies 
Showed that contrary to 
popualr belief, most fast 
food meals do not have a 
disproportionately high 
caloric density. According 
to the study, only 26 per 
cent of the diners inter- 
viewed consumed one - 


third or more of the 
recommended daily caloric 
allowance.
